Gentlemen, 

In  compliance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Local 
Government  Hoard,  I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Ninth 
Annual  Report,  that  for  the  year  1915,  including  therein  an 
epitome  of  the  work  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  H. 
H.  Turner),  and  in  the  compilation  of  the  same  have  followed 
as  nearly  as  possible  the  recommendations  issued  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  have  taken  the  population  given  by 
the  Registrar  General  as  a  basis  for  all  calculations. 


The  Natural  and  Social  Conditions,  Water  Supply,  Drain¬ 
age  and  Sewerage  of  the  District,  is  similar  to  that  mentioned 
in  my  last  Report,  and  although  slight  improvement  may  have 
occurred  in  the  latter  instance  and  in  the  closet  accommoda¬ 
tion,  the  instructions  of  the  Local  Government  Board  have 
militated  against  the  issue  of  notices  to  improve  premises, 
except  in  very  urgent  cases.

House  Refuse  Removal. — During  the  twelve  months 
ended  December  31st  last,  the  following  work  has  been  done 
in  the  Nightsoil  Department 

In  the  parish  of  Bardsley  367  privies,  166  ashpits,  2,769 
pails,  661  dry  ashpits,  737  ash  cans  and  20  cesspools  have  been 
emptied  at  a  cost  of  £146  3s.  2d.,  and  a  Special  Tip  at  a  cost  of 
£15  11s.  Id.,  not  including  rent. 

In  the  parish  of  Littlemoss  231  privies,  120  ashpits,  442 
pails,  39  dry  ashpits,  15  ash  cans  and  13  cesspools  at  a  cost  of 
£35  2s.  2d. 

In  the  parish  of  Waterloo  1135  privies,  604  ashpits,  3118 
pails,  787  dry  ashpits,  1385  ash  cans  and  25  cesspools  at  a 
cost  of  £224  4s.  3d. 

In  the  parish  of  Woodhouses  272  privies,  122  ashpits, 
2080  pails,  194  dry  ashpits,  164  ash  cans  and  73  cesspools  at  a 
cost  of  £65  2s.  9d. 

It  is  urgently  needed  that  places  be  found  to  deposit  or  to 
utilize  on  farms,  &c.,  the  contents  of  pail  closets  from  the  above 
mentioned  parishes,  especially  in  the  parishes  of  Bardsley  and 
Waterloo. 

An  Abstract  of  wTork  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  year  is  appended  to  this  report. 

There  are  no  Underground  Bakehouses,  Cellar  Dwellings, 
or  Offensive  Trades  carried  on  in  the  district. 

Slaughterhouses,  four  in  number,  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  surprise  visits  made  by  myself  and  Sanitary 
Inspector.  All  are  kept  clean,  well  supplied  with  water,  well 
drained,  and  are  regularly  whitewashed. 

Farms,  Cowsheds,  &c  — Improvements  are  still  being 
made  among  the  farms  (96)  in  the  district.  One  new  farm¬ 
house  and  one  new  shippon,  &c  ,  have  been  erected  during  the 
year. 

Smoke  Observations.— Three  were  taken  during  the  year 
but  no  proceedings  were  found  necessary. 

Housing  Accommodation  is  fairly  adequate  in  the  district. 
One  case  of  overcrowing  being  notified,  but  after  notice  the 
nuisance  was  abated.

In  No.  1  case  the  cellar  was  found  to  be  flooded,  and  with  the  exception  of  No. 

all  complaints  were  attended  to  with  little  delay. 
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Schools. — The  Elementary  Schools  in  the  District  are 
clean,  satisfactory  and  well  supplied  with  towns  water. 

At  the  end  of  January  last  my  attention  was  called  to  the 
Infants’  School,  Bardsley,  owing  to  the  percentage  of  attend¬ 
ances  falling  low  through  Mumps,  Measles  and  Chicken-pox. 
I  visited  the  School  at  once  and  again  in  February,  but  as  the 
attendances  were  improving  materially  I  did  not  advise  any 
action  being  taken. 

Foods  and  Drugs. — The  administration  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  is  undertaken  by  the  Fancashire  County  Council  as 
far  as  regards  Milk,  &c. 

The  Lighting  Act  is  in  force  in  the  parishes  of  Bardsley, 
Littlemoss  and  Waterloo,  and  is  administered  by  the  several 
Parish  Councils.

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Hospital. — The  only  hospital  in  the  District  is  the 
Hartshead  hospital,  under  the  Joint  Authority,  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Smallpox  patients.  No  cases  from  this  District 
admitted  during  1915. 

There  is  no  provision  for  treating  other  acute  infectious 
diseases  or  tuberculosis. 

Arrangements  have,  however,  been  made  with  the  Ashton- 
under-Dyne  Corporation  for  the  disinfection  of  “contacts” 
and  clothing  at  their  new  disinfecting  station.

The  several  Parishes  in  which  the  foregoing  occurred  are 
specified  in  Table  II. 

On  the  9th  April  information  was  received  from  Dr. 
Niven,  M.O.H.  of  Manchester,  of  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  in 
that  City  alleged  to  be  caused  by  the  Milk  Supply  from  a 
Farm  in  your  district.  Exhaustive  inquiries  were  by  myself, 
Mr.  Eginton,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  County  and  also 
your  own  Sanitary  Inspector,  but  were  unable  to  trace  the 
source  of  the  disease  to  this  Farm. 

Upon  April  9th  information  was  also  received  from  Dr. 
Wilkinson,  M.O.H.  of  Oldham,  of  a  serious  epidemic  of 
Scarlet  Fever  in  that  Borough  and  he  stated  that  most  of  the 
people  affected  obtained  Milk  from  a  Farm  in  this  District 
wheie  a  fatal  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  had  occurred.  The  milk 
supply  from  the  farm  into  the  Borough  of  Oldham  was  stopped 
and  the  farm  and  premises  were  thoroughly  inspected  by  the 
County  M.O.H.,  myself  and  the  Inspectors. 

The  recommendations  of  the  County  M.O.H.  and  myself 
of  certain  alterations  at  the  farm  were  carried  out,  but  as  no 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  caused  among  the  customers  for 
milk  in  this  district  I  do  not  think  the  milk  supply  was  the 
occasion  of  the  outbreak  in  Oldham.
